More Resolutions and Addresses at 

_ San Francisco Promise Enterprises 
of Great Magnitude for Promotion 
of Pacific Slope Interests. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 


AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—As- 

sembling after half a day of recre- 

ation, the delegates to the nine- 
teenth session of the trans-Mississipp! 
Commercial congress devoted the after- 
noon and evening to practical ad- 
dresses on the development of the west 
and brief speeches explanatory of reso- 
lutions umder consideration by the va- 
rious committees. Hereafter one-half 
of each day is to be taken up by en- 
tertainment -provided by the com- 
mercial bodies of San Francisco, and 
of the 1200 delegates who are registered 
as attending the congress, fully one- 
third participated today in an ex- 
cursion by steamer to many points of 
interest on the bay. 

A .1ew flood of resolutions deluged 
the secretary's desk after the dele- 
Gates returned. Because of the ex- 
tended debates that have occurred in 
the sessions of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions it is probable that the action 
upon many of the .mportant measures 
for which approval has been asked 
will be retarded. The committee has 
determined to recommend, in modified 
form the resolution urging the neces- 
sity of providing for a rejuvenated 
merchant-marine and today, after a bit- 
ter debate of several hours, determined 
to report adversely the resolution 
commending the attitude of Postmaster- 
General Meyer on the subject of a 
parcels post. The latter topic is ex- 
pected to furnish the basis of a lively 
contest on the floor of the congress. 

DENVER WINS CONGRESS. 

Denver and New Orleans fought out 
the question of the 1909 meeting place 
on the floor today, and Denver won by 
a margin of two to one. In support 
of the claims of the Colorado city mes- 
sages were read from half a dozen o 
its commercial bodies, while Louisiana's 
claim was favored by a singer who ren- 
dered “Dixie."’ In resigning to Denver,

“Our present government inspection

All the live 
stock producers ask is an opportunity 
to offer those peopie their surplus on 
equal terms with the remainder of the 
world. 

“Our Agricultural Department has, 
accomplished much in the improve- 
ments it has brought about in the live- 
stock business. To reap the real bene- 
fit, however, of all this marked im- 
provement, we must ve adequate 
laws looking to the introduction of our 
live stock on the hoof into continental 
Europe, and not until it is accom- 
plished will we, the live stock producers 
of this country in genera: and the 
Trans-Mississippi district in particular, 
receive a fair price for our products. 

“With special efforts along the live- 
stock producing line, the number of

“For more than thirty years I 
taken every opportunity to 
the ople San Francisco on the 
possibilities a great commerce that 
would make their front door not only 
a golden gate in name, but a gate of 
gold in fact. 

“A glance at the commercial history 
of great cities, both ancient and mod- 
ern, will show that their prosperity 
depended upon the skill with which 
they took advantage of their positions 
relative to water-borne commerce 
and the countries and people behind 
them dependent upon them for the fa- 
cilities which they controlled. | 

“Only by wise legislation that will 
enable us to build and operate the 
modern instruments: of commerce can 
@ great trans-Pacific commerce be 
built up and managed by the citizens 
of this great commonwealth Forget- 
ting that every other industry through- 
out this great country is subsidised 
by a protective tariff that enables 
them to be operated with profit, the 
interior copulation which does not fee! 
the influence of the great sea, and 
no sympathy with those who go there 
in ships, has always opposed and 
blocked the passage of any remedial 
legislation. 

FUTURE PROSPECTS. 

"To these people subsidy means 
thievery, and their voices raised high 
in the assemblance of our lawmakers 
has como@elied this country to let her 
ocean commerce die without extending 
a helping hand to those who have 
vainly struggled to keep it alive. 
Were it but possible to operate oceat 
steamships in “orvign commerce as the 
American-Hawaiian ships are operated 
between our domestic ports on the At- 
jlantic and the Pacific, we would be do- 
ing something else than talking about 

When we think what trans-Pacific 
trade must become in the first haif 
of this century we cannot but hope 
that some way will be devised where- 
by the Uni States of America can 
secure her fair share of this trade. 

“No one can claim that the Ameri- 
can ship owner has not made great 
efforts to obtain and hold as far as he 
could the trans-Pacific carrying trade. 
The Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
first in the fleld, still holds on to what 
it can of this trade, the reward, how- 
ever, is more a question of expecta- 
tion than realization. The exhaustive 
evidence presented by the able man- 
ager of this company at the hearing 
before the Congressional Merchant 
Marine Committee ought to be conclu- 
sive evidence of the impossibility of 
maintaining a trans-Pacific steamship 
service in face of a highly-subsidized 
competition. 

FAILURE RECORDED. 

“Several efforts have been made to 
maintain a trans-Pacific service be- 
tween this port and Australia. In one 
instance no government ald was forth- 
coming, and after a manly struggie 
against adverse circumstances the 
service was abandoned and the @oro- 
moter retired, a poorer and wiser man, 
to devote his old age and decre 
fortune for the founding of an insti- 
tution for the support of ship builders, 
to which institution I have been think- 
ing lately of applying for admission. 

“The first quartz mil) that went into 
the african fields was built in San 
Francisco, and a sailing ship chartered 
for its delivery. Had there been means 
of ocean transportation between this 
port amd the east coast of Africa, a 
great business might have been built 
up, but the business eventually went 
to England, from which Africa has a 
weekly service of fast freight and pas- 
senger stoamships.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 8.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] An estate valued at $4,083,- 
763.65 was left by Robert N. Carson, 
the Philadelphia railroad magnate, ac- 
cording to the collateral appraisement 
filed in the office of Register of 
Wills Caine at Norristown today. Mr. 
Carson dropped dead in a theater on 
October 15 of last year. 

The value of real and personal prop- 
erty is fixed at $4,183,763.65, but debts, 
claims and expenses have reduced the 
personal estate to $2,211,979.65, while the. 
real estate makes up the balance. Mr. 
Carson provided in his will for the es- 
tablishment at Ordenheim, his White 
Marsh, Springfield, stock farm, of a 
college for girls similar to the Girard 
College for Boys in this city. The land 
given for this purpose comprises 243 
acres and is valued at $395,000. After 
his widow's death most of the estate 
goes to endow this college, and the rest 
is to be devoted to the erection of dor- 
mitories at various hospitals. — 

The amount subject to the collateral 
tax is $1,276,897.63, which yields a tax 
of $63,818.62. Mr. Carson owned a va- 
riety of gilt-edge stocks.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] James J. Hill, cmef factor 
in the Great Northern Railway, made 
the surprising statement yesterday that 
the United States Steel Corporation 
had not as yet extracted a single ton 
of ore from the enormous properties 
in the Mesab&a range which were leased 
from the Great Northern road. 

The Steel Corporation has, to date, 
expended about $4,000,000 in explora- 
tion work, drilling and stripping the 
earth to lay bare the ore deposits. It 
will furthermore have paid over to the 
trustees of the Great Northern iron 
ore properties by the end of this year 
at least $2,500,000, thus making its 
cash investment by that time repre- 
sent close upon $6,500,000. 

Mr. Hill explained that the Steel 
Corporation under its contract, agreed 
to mine 750,000 tons of ore in 1907, and 
in 1908 1,500,000 tons. Including freicht- 
age over the Great Northern, it pays 
a royalty of about $1.65 a ton. Al- 
though none of this ore has yet beén 
mined, the corporation is obliged to 
make its minimum payments, never- 
theless.

GIFFORD PINCHOT'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Pinchot said: : 

“The conservation of natural re- 
sources has often been taken to mean 
simply the prevention of waste. It 
does mean the saving of those _re- 
sources which we are now engaged in 
using, but this definition is too nar- 
row. The conservation of natural re- 
sources includes both the prevention 
of destruction and the prevention of 
waste from non-use. Conservation 
means development not less than sav- 
ing. 


“There are two forms of waste: One 
is such as takes place in the destruc- 
ton of forests or the waste of our 
}soil] from washing. There is no better 
lexample of this form of waste than

‘forest fires, which, in the last few 
‘months, have caused the loss of tens 
‘of millions of doliars in property and 
human lives. 

“Another illustration is found in the 
| pnormous loss of fertility which the 
farmer suffers by the washing of soil 
from his best flelds into the water 
courses to pollute their currents, clos- 
jng their channels and entailing large 
expenses for its removal. The other 
form of waste is far less spectacular, 
but no less real. When we allow the 
tens of millions of potential horse 
power in our streams to go to waste 
for lack of use, We are breaking the 
law of conservation almost as fully 
as if the streams themselves were de- 
stroyed. 

WASTE OF WATER POWER. 

“When we allow the water power to 
flow unused we draw unnecessarily 
and wastefully upon our stores of coal 
and fuel olls to replace the power we 
waste by non-use. When we fail to 
use the rivers for navigation we make 
huge and unnecessary drafts on our 
supply of iron and coal. It is exsti- 
mated that to transport freight by wa- 
ter requires less than one-half as much 
coal and iron as to transport it by 
rail. Unnecessary use is waste. When 
our coal and iron are gone they will 
be gone forever. Water power wil] 
last as long as the sun gives us rain.

The letter from J. J. Hill was read by 
Congressman Rainey of Illinois.

RS. ERB TRIES 

TO KILL SELF. 

SAID TO HAVE ATTEMPTED 
STRANGULATION. 

Report Is That Widow of Murdered 
Man Twisted up Her Underskirt in 
Cell and Made Effort to Commit 


Suicide, Although Police Refuse to 
Give Information. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


PHILADELPHIA (Pa.) Oct. 8.—[(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Mrs. J. Clayton Erb, 
under arrest with her sister, Mrs. 
Catherine Deisel, on the charge of be- 
ing accessory to the murder of her hus- 
band, Capt. Erb, attempted suicide at 
Media Jail this afternoon. Persistent 
reports to that effect were partly con- 
firmed tonight by officials of the 
prison. 

Mrs. Erb is said to have twisted % 

portion of her underskirt into a rope 
-and to have attempted to strangle her- 
self in her cell. 
It is known that all last night she 
was in hysteria, alternately shrieking, 
“I didn’t shoot Clay! I never shot 
him!” and calling for her sister to help 
her. 

This development followed the in- 
vestigation opened up by the Philadel- 
phia police, who are carrying on the 
prosecution, although the. killing 
of the politician was done in another 
county, over which they technically 
have no jurisdiction. 

It is expected there will be a special 
trial in the case of Mrs. Katherine Bel- 
sel, charged with the murder of Erb. 

The testimony brought out at the 
inquest last night shows that Erb had 

en beaten before he was shot. 
There was a deep cut on his head, 
made by a Vase that is believed to 
have been hurled at him. 

According to the constable who ar- 
rested Mrs. Beisel, she said: 

“I shot Clayt Erb. I am sorry for ft. 
but I could not help it. He pointed the 
revolver at me and I took it away from 
him and shot him.” 

The trouble which preceded the 
shooting is said to have been due to 
a legal paper served upon Mrs. Beisel 
to keep off the Erb premises. 

To the murdered man’s body, coun- 
sel for the widow Insists she has the 
prior claim, while Capt. Erb’s reja- 
tives contend the bod belongs to 
them.

_ A little book, just put out by McClure, and 
written by a former Times reporter, has called this 
folly to our attention in a rather striking way. It 
points out the stupidity with which we industri- 
ously brand wayward young men as criminals; then 
try, in a scared panic, to protect ourselves from 
the criminals. It would be somewhat simpler, the 
book suggests, not to make the criminals. 

The Times has often spoken of the folly of our 
criminal system. Our criminal courts, as every 
one knows, are crime breeders. Our prisons and 
reformatories are colleges where the crooks teach 
one another more crime than one crook could possi- 
bly learn alone in a lifetime. When the finished 
graduate of this school comes back into the world 
we see to it that he is pushed back into the puddle 


of crime every time he tries to rise. 


The result has been—and is—appalling. Our 
crop of criminals is growing faster than we can 
possibly harvest them. | 

Putting humane reasons out of the question, the 
expense of fighting this evil is growing into propor- 
tions that almost stagger thinking humanity. Wha* 
to do? No one—including the author of this little 
book referred to—seems to know the answer. 

One writer comes whooping along with a theory: 
he says it is the vicious moving-pictare show that 
turns young men to crime. 
~ Another is equally sure it is the billboards. 


Many contend it is the labor unions and their 


cruel “apprentice rule,” which virtually denies 
young men a trade. 

Debs, the socialist, says the trouble lies in the 
“capitalistic system,” 

The fact is, nobody knows why boys are becoming 
criminals at a rate so alarming. The worst of it is, 
nobody seems to be trying very hard to find out. 

Various scholars of great learning are devoting 
their time to a furious conjecture as to the popula- 
tion of Mars. 

Other men of learning are digging out Gaelic 
roots and verbs. We have experts employed by the 


government to measure the height of mountains and » 


to teach farmers how to put fat on the ribs of razor- 
backed hogs. 

This vital, crying question of the prevention of 
crime is about the only one that is left to thrasna 
around in blind fury—unguided. : 

We have juvenile courts—they are only a detail 
of the machinery. They don’t answer the question. 

And the question must be answered. 

Before this country runs into some terrible so- 
cial peril, we must learn how to PREVENT crime 
—not how to PUNISH it. | 

The other day, we hustled a necro into prison for 
life for an assault upon a_ girl. Now, honestly, 
what good did it do? 

Are girls any rafer? 

The net result is, we have another caged man to 
fill up with food and to keep housed. 

We will be extremely lucky, in fact, if his crime 
is not followed by others just like it. 

We hunt down criminals, as we say comfortably 
to ourselves, in order to make an “example.” And 


we do set an example, almost invariably, by which 


other young men become criminals. 

Let us cease, brethren, to pound the naughty, bad 
table upon which we have bumped our head. 

Let us turn on a little light and avoid bumping 
the table. |

RYAN AND REBELLION 
B There is one part of Bryan’s record from 
which he should never be allowed to get away. As 
Judge Taft is the candidate of law-abiding citizens, 
no effort should be spared to keep Mr. Bryan and 
his past on the all-important question of maintain- 


ing law and order squarely and constantly before 


the public. In every debate, at every speech, on 
every occasion, he should be asked and made to 
answer this question: 

“Mr. Bryan, if you. were elected, and another A. 
R. U. strike should occur, and some great city be 
in imminent danger from an infuriated mob—the 
lives of men, women and children risked, millions 
of dollars’ worth of property threatened, the na- 
tion’s business paralyzed by lawless bands, the 
statutes, both State and national, defied, the mails 
and interstate commerce interfered with and the 
State authorities too weak or too much in sympathy 
with the mob to act-—-what will you do about it? 
Will: you sit by with folded hands and let anarchy 
rule, or will you do what you and your friends de- 
nounced President Cleveland for doing in 18947” 

The question is one that may become farther- 
reaching than it was even at the time of the Debs 
rebellion. Let it be remembered that the outra- 
yeous stand taken by the Bryan Democracy in 1896 
went even further than to condemn the suppression 
of Debs. In effect it opposed the least effort on the 
part of the government to enforce its law whenever 
the State authorities did not see fit to ask codpera- 
tion, or, as in Altgeld’s case, actually protested 
against it. Some may try to deny this, but the lan- 
guage was too plain to 

Suppose a labor leader or any one of lawless in- 


clinations should start a movement to break up all 


the present authority, another Shay’s or Jeff Davis 
rebellion, will Mr. Bryan consider any action to 
suppress it an “arbitrary interference in local af- 
fairs?” In the early days of the government there 
was an insurrection known as the “whisky rebel- 
lion” in Western Pennsylvania. George Washing. 
ton was then President. He was one of the chief 
framers of the Constitution, and he understood it 
thoroughly. His action is a matter of history. 
What would Mr. Bryan do in a similar case? To be 
consistent with the 1896 platform, which he has 
never repudiated, he should do nothing. There was 
a Democratic President, James Buchanan, who de- 
clared he had no authority to act against armed 
rebellion. Fortunately he did not remain in power 
iong afterward. Will Mr. Bryan do likewise in any 
similar emergency, great or small? His past indi- 
cates that he would. | 

In 1900 the Debs plank was not repeated by the 
Democracy, and Mr. Bryan sought to have it for- 
gotten. Judge Parker dispensed with it when he 
ran. This year Democracy has nothing to say about 
its stand in 1896, but it has again gone on record 
and reaffirmed its attack of that year upon the ju- 
diciary. Debs declared “it was the Federal injunc- 
tion, backed by the bayonet, that did it” (sup- 
pressed his criminal revolt.) If Mr. Bryan is 
elected, with a Congress in harmony with him, the 
courts will have no power to restrain acts of vio- 
lence by effective measures, as they did then. They 
will be able only to punish after the act is done, 
and the irreparable injury inflicted. Again, if Mr. 
Bryan were in the White House, but the Republi-

An extract was recently published in 
Times from a letter written by a prominent citizen 
of Los Angeles, who is still active and vigorous, 
mentally and physically, in which he told how, 
eighty years ago, as a child, he witnessed the open- 


ing of the first short line of steam railroad in the 


United States. ‘ 

How vividly such an incident as this brings to 
our minds the astounding changes that have taken 
place since many who are still moving around 
among us were boys. During that period we have 
seen the introduction of steam railroads, and later 
of electri¢ roads, of monster ocean steamships, of 
iron-clad battleships, the electric light, the tele- 
phone, the phonograph, the rapid printing press, the 


electric telegraph, and later the wireless telegraph, 


the tall office building, and, in fact, a large propor- 
tion of the features that go to make up what we 
know as material progress. 

The prospect of what may be seen by many of 
those now young, if they live until the middle of the 
present century, is still more wonderful and inspir- 
ing. Progress and invention moves with ever-in- 
creasing volume, like. the onrush of a mammoth 
snowball. If the inventions and innovations of the 
past eighty years have been manifold and wonder- 
ful, those that we may expect to see within half 
that space of time in the future are likely to be 
sti!l more so. 

An Englishman arrived in Los Angeles a few 
days ago, having made the trip from London to 
Los Angeles in just eleven days. He happened to 
be able to make: close connection at New York with 
a through train for California, spending only two 
hours in the American metropolis. 

Rapid transportation is bringing the inhabitants 
of the world very close together. It is not so many 
years since eleven days was considered an expedi- 
tious trip across the Atlantic, while to cross the 
continent needed at least as many weeks. When 
Jules Verne wrote his story, “Around the Worid in 
Eighty Days” it was considered improbable. Since 
then the trip has been made in half that time. 

There is no reason to believe that we have begun 
to reach the end of this sort of thing. Restless 
man will not be satisfied until he can fly, and it 
looks as if it will not be long before he will be do- 
ing that as a regular thing.

INDICTMENTS ARE 
ASIDE AGAIN. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


ANTA BARBARA, Oct, 8.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Judge James of Los 
Angeles, on the motion of the de- 
fense, set aside the four indictments 
recently found by the grand jury, 
charging County Supervisor Frick with 
embezzlement of county funds. The 
ground for the action was that of bias 
on the part of some of the grand jury- 
men. Frick was liberated and his 
bondemen exonerated. The case will 
not again be put up to the grand jury, 
and unless some one makes complaint, 
no further action will be taken against 
the Supervisor. 
Frick’s case was handied by former 


Judge Frick of Oakland, defendant's 
brother, and Henley C. Booth of this 
city. It was shown by the testimony of 
grand jurymen examined today that 
six were disqualified from serving on 
the jury, and one member declared 
that he had a fixed opinion of Frick’s 
guilt when he became a grand jyror. 
Nothing was left for Judge James to do 
save to grant the motion, setting aside 
the indictments. 

This is the second batch of indict- 
ments set aside on the motion of Frick 
within a year. Last October.a tech- 
nicality invalidated six indictments. 
Frick is a candidate for re#lection on 
the Republican ticket at Lompoc, and 
his friends claim he will be successful.

SAN DIEGO PLANS RECEPTION 
FOR SWINBURNE. 


Banquet for the Admirals and 
Land Entertainment for the Men 
of the Armored Cruisers is the 
Tentative Programme—Artist Weds 
Boston Society Girl. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 8.—Plans are be- 
ing perfected by prominent citizens, 
working in conjunction with the En- 
tertainment Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, for a fitting dem- 
onstration in honor of the arrival of 
Admiral Swinburne and the Pacific 
fleet, which is due here the 27th inst. 

A committee composed of Rufus 
Choate, F. C. Spalding and John For- 
ward, Jr., appeared before the directors 
of the chamber and asked that steps be 
taken to extend a suitable welcome. 
Admiral Swinburne is now first rank- 
ing officer on the Pacific Coast, and 
those back of the movement are espe- 
cially anxious to honor him because 
he calls San Diego his home port. It 
is also pointed out that no formal wel- 
come of any sort has ever been ten- 
dered the Pacific fleet, and in view of 
the fact that such a tremendous ova- 
tion was given the Atlantic battle- 
ships last April, it is the feeling among 
those interested that some sort of 
recognition is due this Coast's fight- 
machines. 
is understood that the fleet will 
not remain here longer than two or 
three days, after which the cruisers 
will proceed to Magdalena Bay for 
target practice. The fleet is com 
of the armored cruisers West Virginia, 
Washington, Tennessee, Seuth Da- 
kota, Maryland and Pennsylvania. 

As yet no definite plan for the cele- 
bration has been arranged, but meet- 
ings of the Entertainment Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce and citi- 
zens interested will be held in the 
near future, when a discussion of ways 
and means of showing San Diego's 
regard for the seamen wil! take place.

REFUSES CLAIM. 

The Board of Public Works this 
morning refused to allow the claim of 
J. C. Brockway, former Street Super- 
intendent, for $125 salary for the month 
of September. This action was taken 
on the receipt of a written opinion from 
City Attorney Puterbaugh. 

Brockway was deposed from office on 
September 9, being succeeded by The-

City Attorney Puterbaugh, in his 
opinion, stated that any official or em- 
ployé appointed by a legislative body 
Was not under contract, and, therefore, 
Brockway’s claim for a full month’s 

¥ was illegal. The board alfowed him 
is salary for the ten days in Septem- 
ber he was in office.

RIVERSIDE, Oct. 8.—The new crop 
of oranges in the Coachella Valley, 
near Salton Sea, is already coloring. 
and by the middle of next month al! 
the oranges in that below-sea-level 
valley will have been picked and 
shipped. The citrus area of Coachella 
is confined to 100 acres, planted in an 
experimental way four years ago, but 
the culture of the fruit has proved 30 
successful that 30,000 orange trees will 
be set out there the coming spring. On 
account of the summer heat of that 
section, the oranges ripen earlier than 
in any other part of California. 

Commissio: men are engaging in 
lively scramble to secure the Coachella 
oranges, in order to have the distinc- 
tion of shipping the first California or- 
anges of the season. Though the crop 
is limited, seven commission men are 
already trying to negotiate for it. A 
Coachella navel orange weighing fifteen 
ounces waa put on display at the River- 
side Chamber of Commerce today and 
is attracting the attention of local 
fruit men.

DRINKS CHLOROFORM. 


Laborer Attempts Suicide in Presence 
of His Young Son, but Patrol- 
man Saves His Life. 


In the presence of Harold, his 10- 
year-old son, Charlies Raggel, a la- 
borer, attempted to commit. suicide 
about 8 o'clock last night in the home 
of his father-in-law at No. 639 South 
Clarence street by taking chloroform.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

Carefully prepared reports were read 
from the heads of twenty-one different 
departments of the school; that of 
Superintendent Brodbeck attracted 
special uttention.

“We may lack the externalities of 
greatness,” he said, “but be great in 
our willingness to do _ the neglected 
things. There are wearied feet along 
the highway; there are stooping shoul- 
ders bruised by galling burdens: there 
are hearts torn with anguish. These 
extremities are among our opportuni- 
ties and lie hidden from the glance of 
the world. We thank God for the 
unordained ministry of our school.” 

A notable paragraph in the report 
of the general secretary was that with 
reference to visitors to the school. The 
magniture of the task of caring for 
4526. visitors, each of whom was shown 
through the school by persons ap- 
pointed for that duty, indicates the 
widespread notoriety this particular 
school. has attained throughout the 
country. In a single month the vis- 
itors represented twenty States. 

The total money receipts of the 
school for the year amounted to 
$3736.55, of which $1769.50 was contrib- 
uted to benevolences.
